The  fact  sheet  mentions  Sunnyside  Gold  Corp.,  as  being  the  owner  of  the  last  big  mine  in  the 
region,  the  Sunnyside,  which  shut  down  in  1991. 

The  fact  sheet  does  not  mention  anything  about  San  Juan  Corp.,  but  according  to  this  article, 
they  are  the  owners  of  GKM: 


“San  Juan  Corp.,  property  owner  of  the  Golden  King  Mine  released  the  following  statement: 


The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  operating  under  an  access  agreement  obtained  from 
the  owner  of  the  Gold  King  Mine,  had  begun  an  investigation  regarding  the  source  of 
contaminated  water  at  the  Gold  King  Mine  last  year.  Upon  suspending  work  last  year,  the 
USEPA  backfilled  the  portal  to  the  mine.  On  August  5th,  2015,  while  the  USEPA  was  removing 
the  backfill  from  the  portal  to  the  Gold  King  Mine  to  continue  its  investigation  this  year,  the  plug 
blew  out  releasing  contaminated  water  behind  the  backfill  into  the  Animas  River.”
